HOD haiHing switch 



brings rate increase

A large portion of the residents of Lake 
County have been notified that their garbage 
hauling rates will take a hike as of the Sep- 
tember to Novemeber quarter. These 
' residents are the ones whose garbage is 
hauled by HOD. 

A notice on the latest HOD bill explains 
~ that the raise is due to the increase cost of 
hauling to the landfill. 

According to John Growenboom," Waste 
Management dist. director, the raise' was 
brought about because of the increased costs 
in hauling waste to the Grayslake site in- 



stead of the Antioch Landfill which has been 
closed while litigation between the disposal 
company and the Village of Antioch con- 
tinues.. 

"Ttie toll gate charge at Grayslake is 
higher and other operational costs have gone 
up,*' said Growenboom, 

In Antioch and other spots in Lake County 
this raise amounts to $1 per month or a quar- 
terly raise from $21 to $24. 

"Some places only got a 50 cents per month 
raise," added Growenboom as he agreed 
that the further the area from the Grayslake 
site, most probably the higher the raise.

The assessment roll of Antioch Township 
as certified by the .County Supervisor of 
Assessments appears on Page 8-11 of this 
issue of the Antioch News. Every property 
owner-oLAhtioch.Township.shouldmakeJta 
point to check the amount of his assessment. 

The printed assessments, as well as all 
other assessments in Antioch Township ex- 
cept property assessed under Sec. 44.1 of the 
Revenue act of 1939, as amended (Ch. 120 
Para. 525.1) and land assessed under Sec, 20e 
and 20g-l of the Revenue Act of 1939, as 
amended (Ch. 120 PP. 501e and SOlg-l) will 
be subiect to a Board of Review equalization 
factor tentatively projected to be .9866. The 
assessed value multiplied by tjie^ factor 
should equal one-third of market value. .. 

Any. property owner who objects to the 
amount of his. assessment should file a com- 
plaint .in writing with the Board of Review 
Room 603 Lake County Administration 
building, Waukegan, Illinois 60085.

;season, but they will be 
following in the grid shoes of 
last year's state quar- 
terfinalistteam. ■•--"'• 

"We're looking forward to 
coming to the North Subur- 
ban Conference," Said An- 
tioch's Head Coach Steve 
Wapon. 

Wapon adds that proving 
that the Sequoits can be com- 
petition to the other NSC 
teams will be *'a real 
challenge!" 

"The community, school 
and players are looking for- 
ward to it," he added. 

But in the plus column, the 
Sequbits, will have U retur- 
ning starters from last 
year's NWSC champions. 

Bryan Becker heads the 
list as the 6^0, 170. lb. wide 
receiver. He had 25 pass 
receptions for a total of 398 
yards including three touch- 
downs last season. 

From the aspect of speed, 
Becker leads the way among 
the Sequoits as he was the 
NWSC long jump champion 
last spring in track and also 
anchored the Sequoits 1,600 
meter relay which took first 
in the conference. 

Other offensive returning 
starters include John Hum- 
phreys who will return at a 
different position this year 
being converted from a wide 
receiver into a quarterback.
